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DETAILED ACTION 

The response filed on January 7, 2009 lias been entered. 

Claims 14-15, 18, and 29-31 are pending and are under consideration. 



Response to Arguments/Amendments 

Applicant's amendment and arguments filed on April 2, 2007, have been fully 
considered and are deemed to be persuasive to overcome the rejection previously 
applied, as detailed below. 



Double Patenting 

Claims 14-15, 18, and 29-31 were rejected on the ground of nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over 6-13 of US Patent No. 
6,761 ,914 B2, claims 33-42 of US Patent No. 6,599,513, claims 30-40 of US Patent No 
6,582,710 B2, claims 1-27 of US Patent No. 6,596,287 B2, claims 1-18 of US Patent 
No. 6,145,645, and claims 1-16 of US Patent No. 6,183,762 81 in view of Moloney et al. 
and Wieles et al. 

The terminal disclaimer filed on January 7, 2009 disclaiming the terminal portion 
of any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date 
of US Patent No. 6,761 ,914 B2, US Patent No. 6,599,513, US Patent No 6,582,710 B2, 
US Patent No. 6,596,287 82, US Patent No. 6,145,645, and US Patent No. 6,183,762

B1 has been reviewed and is accepted. Tlie terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 
Therefore, in view of the filing of the terminal disclaimer, the double patenting rejection 
of claims 14-15, 18, and 29-31 has been withdrawn. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 14-15, 18, and 29-31 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an Examiner's statement for allowance. Examiner has found no 
teaching or suggestion in the prior art directed to a method of preparing an emulsion 
formulation by isolating oil bodies from plant cells, washing said oil bodies resulting in 
intact oil bodies, and formulating said intact oil bodies into an emulsion. Therefore, 
claims 14-15, 18, and 29-31 are allowable over the prior art.
